In the proposed After Final amendment filed 4/2/03 (Paper No. 19), the new limitations 
added in Claims 1 and 14 (last two lines of each), particularly to the phrase of "an electronic 
device", narrows the scope of the claims requiring further consideration and search by the 
examiner. 

Regarding the amendment to the specification (the paragraph bridging pages 12 and 13), 
this amendment appears to introduce new matter into the specification as it appears that the 
specification, as originally filed, did not provide support for the number of driving cycles being 
at "600,000 cycles".
